CLARKSVILLE, Mo., Sept. 16.— 
The watermeion championship of Pike 
County has started a big row. Until 
it is definitely determined whether 
Birkley Wells grew a bigger water- 
melon’ than Douglass Burns, or vice 
versa, the question of whether Champ 
Clark shall be nominated for Presi- 
dent, or Dave Ball or Elliott Major 
for: Governor, must be held in the 
background. hp 

At the Pike County Fair, at Bowl-| 
ing Green, Burns won the blue ribbon 
handily. His Calumet Township wa- 
termeion was twice as big as any 
competitor's. He came back to Clarks- 
ville with his head high in the air 
and proclaimed himself the champion 
watermelon producer of Pike County.

fair, but he at once set up the claim 
that it was bigger than any Burns 
grew. 

» The big melons had gone the route of 
all luscious melons—they hac been 
eaten.

‘had neglected to measure and weigh 
his watermelon, but insisted that it was 
more than three feet long and 18 inches 
- in diameter, and weighed nearly 100 
pounds. 

Wells asserted that he brought his 
watermelon to Clarksville, and that 21 
had filled themselves to 
the bursting point upon it, and that he 
had enough left to feed as many more.

Sleep a Bad Habit, 
His Own Case Proves It 


dé LEDP is a bad habit,” he re- 
marked when it was sug- 
gested to him that it was 

time to go to bed. “Fer 20 years, 
practically, I slept om a bench with 
my clothes on. My workmen were 
foreed te follow my example. For 
the firs¢ four or five days they suf- 
fered; afterwards they felt so fine 
that, when they were told‘te knock 
insisted on working on, 
merely to enjoy the physical exalta- 
tions. 

“Life is too short for sleep. It takes 
me one minute to undress at night, @ 
seconds to fall asleep and two minutes 
to dress in the morning.

R. EDISON spoke of his visit to 
the Vienna zoo, where he was 


Mi highly interested in the 


‘‘Make,” a species of monkey which, 
in his opinion, does away with any 
question of the missing link. He 
said the “Make'’s” pointed ears re- 
minded him of a certain degenerative 
type of human ear; he particularly 
dislikes and distrusts individuals who 
have such ears. 

“The monkeys in us will out,” he 
remarked, “even if only in one fea- 
ture like the ‘Make’s’ ear.” 

Edison -is very susceptible to the 
slightest displacement of the normal, 
human mouth. He feels a suspicion 
of anyone whose mouth cannot be 
equally divided by a line drawn from 
the masal cartilege of the nose-—he 
avoids such people when he meets 
them. 

“There is something wrong with 
the human corresponding with some- 
thing wrong in the features,” said 
he. “I believe science will accurately 
reag physiognomy in time. 

“It will be a sad day for the de- 
ficient, I admit, bat elivilization must 
be as merciless as Nature herself. 
Society must develop; it cannot af- 
ford the toleration of degeneracy.” 

In this connection Mr. Edison said 
he had been long interested in the 
French caricaturists, who prove that 
a slight exaggeration of human fa- 
clal lines reveals latent resemblance, 
to animals. He told ‘how he had 
‘faughed at cartcatures of Rostend as 


] saan Mr. Edison writing his auto- 


graph so often, hearing him talking 
away in such free fashion, the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent asked him if he 
considered a person’s handwriting in- 
dicative of his character. 

‘“‘Not at all,”” hé answered. ‘‘My hand- 
writing is merely the nesult of my early 
telegraphic training. I had to write 
Clearly and with the least waste of 
time.’’

Science Deadly for 
Man’s Natural Enemies 


éé OW, how long cana man live?’ 
N Mr. Edison went on animatedly. 
‘‘Well, that depends on exactly 
the same things which determine the 
length of life in the hay infusion; that 
is, it's merely a matter of how long he 
can successfully combat the thousands 
of conditions which are warring against 
him. In the beginning all live was uni- 
cellular. Perhaps the original combina- 
tion of atoms was simple accident, per- 
haps not. I don’t know. Anyway, the 
unicellular forms held undisputed sway 
for many thousand years. Then, grad- 
ually, the multicellular forms of life, 
of which man is the highest product, 
developed, and the unicellular forms at 
once sought their destruction. -And so, 
through all the ages of the fight, it has 
gone on, and today our deadliest ene- 
mies are still the minute unicellular 
bacteria, that do their work unseen, and 
by the majority of the people in the 
world unheard of. 

“Man is armed to the teeth, so to 
speak, against these invisible invaders. 
The corpuscles of the blood rush to 4a 
torn tissue and build a wall to prevent 
entrance into the blood of bacteria or 
foreign matter. The swaying. hairs of 
the wind pipe are constantly lashing 
back the dust particles which work hav- 
oc in the delicate mechanism of the 
jungs. And so on throughout the body 
there are ever watchful guards constant- 
ly fighting adverse conditions. It will 
always be that way, but as time goes 
on there will be less and less work 
for the guards to do. Science is ad- 
vancing by leaps and bounds, but the 
practical help that the masses give to 
science in its humane labor is dis- 
tressingly slight. Chemists, surgeons, 
bactertologists, for that matter all scien- 
tists, are working mainly for one thing— 
better methods of fighting conditions as 
they exist for the abolition of these con- 
ditions altogether. 


300 Years May Be 
Future, He Says 


Ay should there be a itmit 
to a man’s life? Elephants 
live to be very old; trees, 
alligators, turties have a life span «f 
two and three hundred years. Man 
fe made of the same material. The 
finished unit is different, of course, 
but the fundamental celle are the 
same. Some day tt will be we hun- 
dred years and ten,’ and not the 
‘three score years and ten’ ef Biblical 
limits.

And with this confidently uttered 
query the inventor turned away, re- 
tracing his steps along the edge of 
the boiling torrent pouring down to 
the Alpine valley where lies the vil- 
lerge as Ragaz. 

The drive home revived the inven- 
tor’s interest In the subject he had 
been discussing. A rabbit scurrying 
across the road caused him to ob- 
serve: 

“You know the balance of Nature 
is a far more delicate thing then 
would be supposed. For instance, the 
sight of that rabbit reminds me of 
the story of how a woman fn Aus- 
traila took from England a brace ef 





rebbits which propagated so vaca ssa 
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with them. Nothing could check 
their disastrous spread. Then again, 
out in Dakota the farmers*warred on 
the coyotes that were killing their 
sheep, only to find when the coyotes 
were removed the rapid increase in 
rabbits ate up all the farmer's crops. 

“Now you may say that if the old 
age limit is removed it will be a 
case of rabbit pest, or, in other 
words, tt will destroy the balance. 
But, remember, civilizeqd man is not 
like other species of nature; he is 
preyed upon by other animals. Hia 
foe is only the invisible bacteria, or 
he suffers handicap or death from 
those casualties; which in legal par- 
lamee are called ‘the acts of God.’ 
No, it would be too slow a change to 
unbalance things.” 

“Sttll, you beMeve that man is 
merely a more highly developed ani- 
mal than the rest? 

“Yes, that if true, and the fact 
that he has no animal foe pitted 
against him is simply that he has 
combated former adverse environ- 
ment. He is doing now with the 
test tube an@ microscope what he 
once did with the spear. Embry- 
ology, in fact, shows us that man 
from his inception to actual birth 
passes successively through’ all 
states of Darwinian evolution. At 
one time the embryonic child is sup- 
plied with gills like a fish; at another 
time he shows the characteristics of 
a dox. I am a geod Darwinian, and 
this fact I take as proof of his theory.

A MUNICIPAL REVOLUTION. : 
Between the beginning of the late rd But- 
er’s career ag a political boss in St. Louis and 
his death there was a revolution in municipal pol- 
itics and municipa! government. It is difficult to 
realize its extent and influence. It marked tre- 
mendous progress in municipal ideals. 

When Butler, coveting the business of shoeing 


influencing of officials he found the accomplish- 
ment of his purpose astonishingly easy. The era 
was one of public apathy toward city government, 
even of cynical indifference to the conduct of 
municipal affairs; there was @ popular impres- 
sion that gfaft was an essential part of an offi- 
cial’s compensation and a necessary factor in the 
cost of government. Hence Butler found the 
means of acquiring the needed contracts very 
simple. ' 

He also learned that municipal legislators suf- 
fered a loss of graft through their inability «to 
come in touch with persons covetous of special 
privileges. Having grown up in an atmosphere 
of loose and irresponsible administration of mu- 
nicipal affairs, Butler undertook for fees the 
agency of franchise-hungry men and politically 
promoted his own fortune without doing violence 
to any scruple of conscience. 

He became a lesser and modern Robin Hood, 
sweeping a great, but divided, share of the graft 
which spevticl pvivilege creates into his coffers 
and doling out, in calculated charity, flour, coal, 
rent money and police court. bonds to potential 
followers and supporters.. He found that, the or- 
ganization of complaisant legislators into ‘effec- 
tive combines called for such virtues as he pos- 
sessed in abundance: industry, straight dealing, 
kindly interest, a perfect memory of benefits con- 
ferred and great shrewdness. 

Butler was, even.more kindly than many who. 
essayed leadership during the era of graft and in 
that excess gained more power. With it all he 
was incapable of seeing that the people were 
wronged by the corrupt granting of franchises; 
that the people at large possessed any rights 
which he and his followers were bound to respect. 
He could understand loyalty to and consideration 
for one’s friends, one’s gang, even one’s party; 
but the claims of the people as a whole upon the 
honest efficiency of its elected officers he regard- 
ed as transcendental moonshine. 

He prospered amazingly. That permits, fran- 
chises, awards of contracts and slackness of in- 
spection were sold at City Hall through his 
agency was well known for years before , the 
ripening of.conditions which ended his control. 
Repeatedly fhe public was informed that com- 
bines for graft existed in, the Municipal Assem- 
bly and’ ge eontinuousty the public acquiesced in 
the eleétidhid of grafters. The philosophy of 
chevaliers de industrie, that if ong dishonest per- 
son does not despoil a victim a bolder thief will 
appear, “Was too wide spread. The revelations 
which tlye .Post-Dispatch made from time to time 
failed to aWaken the public conscience or arouse 
resentntent~ ° 

The flagrant acts of the lobbyists who brought 
about the” passage of the Central Traction grab 
with $1000 bills created no storm. A city collec- 
tor took for his own use the sum of $4102 paid 
into his by wi for taxes and, the oft-told story of 
this absorption did not cause the restoration of 
the money, nor the political downfall of the man 
who took it. There was a weak prosecution of 
an indictment ending in a Scotch verdict. 

Day by day the forces of graft grew bolder; 
they controlled all the means established by law 
for checkmating them. The stealing of elections 
was openly acknowledged and the taking of 
“fees” for securing City Hall favor. 

The tide did not turn until in 1901 a quarrel 
between greedy legislators and men who offered 
them bribes brought about the destruction of the 
combines in both branches of the Municipal As- 
sembly. A bill granting the Suburban Railway 
Co. an enlargement of its franchise passed the 
Assembly and was vetoed by the Mayor. The 
assemblymen who had voted for the bill demand- 
ed the $135,000 fees which were in safe deposit 
boxes, but the officers of the Suburban would not 
release the money. The quarrel became so fierce 
that hundreds of persons learned details of the 
deal and the information reached a Circuit At- 
torney who had’ been elected at Butler’s in- 
stance, but who acknowledged no allegiance to 
the boss or the thing he represented. 

The race between guilty men—the bribers and 
the bribed—to give evidence of this deal before 
the grand jury is historic. The bribers won the 
race and numerous indictments resulted. The in- 
dictments resulted in many convictions, but as 
former Circuit Attorney Folk of St. Louis and for- 
mer Prosecutor Heney of San Francisco have 
said, the measure of reform in a previously cor- 
rupt community is not the number of men sent 
to the Penitentiary, nor the length of the terms 
for which they are sentenced; it lies rather in 
the degree to which the public is awakened and 
the growth of a sentiment which makes corrup- 
tion- unpopular, Applying this test to the results 
of the campaign of publicity so persistently 
waged by the Post-Dispatch and the consequent 
prosecutions of the boodlers which began in 1901, 
the results are seen to be marvelously satisfying. 

Butler was caught in the meshes of the law 
and convicted; but escaped the Penitentiary on 
a technicality. His escape was not the unmixed 
evil it‘then seemed, for after events ~proved that 
his power was gofie. No longer was the public 
apathetically acquieseent in the conduct of elec- 
tions by Butler’s Indians; nor cynically indiffer- 
ent to the purchase of special privileges in the 
Munictpal Assembly. 
for franchises or favors boldly and as a matter 
of course provide boodle funds to be corruptly 
used in their interest. Bribing became as unpop- 
ular as bribe-taking had become unsafe. ~ 
It is just 10 years ago that the moral awaken- 
ing began in St. Louis and spread over the na- 
tion. Bribe giving and taking have not vanished 
from off the earth; councilmen and delegates are 
not pure and elevated above the possi- 
bility of temptation, but none in St. Louis fila/ 
‘grantly boasts of elections stolen or of fees col-

Note the consideration the ultimate consumer 
gets in France: High prices having reached a 
range causing distress among the plain peuple, 
the Government is led to give the problem 
thoughtful and prolonged deliberation. Ata 
cabinet meeting it is resolved that the great 
power of the Government shall be exe?ted in di- 
rect measures to provide the people with relief. 

A part of the cabinet plan is the establishment 
of more cold storage plants. It happens that inJ 
this country cold storage plants are, actually | 
charged with increasing prices. Another cabinet 
suggestion is to reduce railroad charges—a sug- 
gestion by no means unknown here. The devel- 
opment of the full French policy th the matter 
will, of course, have interest for ‘us. 

But the most interesting thing is that the Gov- 
ernment considers it at all. When and where 
has a meeting of the Washington cabinet been 
held at which frivolous things were cast aside 
and attention was centered on a solution for the 
problem of high prices? What single vestige of 
government power and influence has been ex- 
erted to reduce the cost of living? With the ex- 
ception of Canadian reciprocity, limited in scope, 
the power of the President and the influence of 
his cabinet have been devolved to maintaining

His daughter, Miss Margaret Carnegie, now a 
charming girl of 14, is in fine health, too, Her 
life is quiet, peaceful, yet joyous. Were it not 
so, it would be astonishing that so little is known 
of the only child of one of the most famous 
men in the world.

The youthful Midas, over whose head nearly 
three-quarters of a century have passed. actually 
skipped the rope the other day. The St. Ernan 
Lodge of Good Templars of Bonare village was 
enjoying its annual picnic by the side of the 
famous Shin Falls, one of the beauty spots in the 
Highlands, and held in much appzreciation by the 
Skibo family, since it is situated on their estate.

All acceunts agree that Mr. Carnegie held his 
own with the most expert of the youthful per- 
formers. Before departing Mr. Carnegie ad- 
Gresseq the party, saying he was delighted to 
meet the members of the only Good Templars’ 
lodge on his estate under such agreeable circum- 
stances, He expressed approval of good templary 
and pleasure at the work done by the St. Bfnan. 


Mr. Carnegie is as devoted as eyer to golf and 
fishing, but he dislikes shooting and hates to 
take life in any form—except the life of a fish. 
On the opening qay of the grouse season this year 
only two guns shot over the Skibo moors, The

Earl of Seafield’s Wife Has $20,000,- 
000, and His Aunt 305,000 Acres, 
Idaking Him a Financial Power. 








LONDON, Sept. 16.—It is reported that the 
venerable Countess Dowager (Caroline) of Sea- 
field, who has been entertaining King George at 
Castle Grant, is arranging to leave her vast es- 
tates, with their income of more than $1,500,000 
a year, to her grandnephew, the present Earl of 
Sea field. 

The Dowager possesses 805,000 acres in Moray, 
Scotland, and she is ranked as the most extensive 
woman land owner in the United Kingdom, if not in 
, the world. She is a Stuart of Blantyre and she is 
the widow of the seventh Earl of Seafield, who dis- 
entailed the property after a bitter fight at law 
with his brother: The seventh Earl passed the estates 
to his son, Ian Charles Grant, who died premature- 
ly, bequeathing the estates to his mother. The bar- 
ren title of Earl of Seafield passed to Ian’s uncle, 
James, whose eldest son went to New Zealand, where 
he died poor. He had been a laborer and then a court 
bailiff. ‘ 

The court bailiff’s eldest son, 
married the daughter of a New Zealand doctor, who 
had for his second wife Anne Quayle Meore, the 
richest heiress in New Zealand. She has $20,000,000 
and is old and childless. It is said she, too, will 
make the Har! her heir, so he bids fair to become 
one of the richest men in the British Empire.

EDINBURGH, Sept. 16.—The Marchioness of Gra- 
ham is not only one of the pandsomest, but one of 
the wealthiest women in the United Kingdom. She 
has the further good fortune to be gifted and high- 
spirited. The only child of the twelfth Duke of Ham- 
ilton, she inherited an income of $750,000 a year when 
she came of age,five years ago. Had she been a 
boy she would bear 12 titles, two British and 10 
Scottish. 

The Marquis and Marchioness of Graham are at 
Brodick Castle, Isle of Aaron, her birthplace and ah- 
cestral home, where King Robert Bruce once dwelt. 

By their marriage in 1906,‘two great Scottish fam- 
ilies were united, for the Marquis of Graham is 
heir to the dukedom of Montrose. His lineage runs 
back to the twelfth century, and ‘his grandmother 
was the famous Duchess of Montrose, one of the 
best judges of horseflesh in the kingdom, and known 
on the turf as “Mr. Manton.’”’ They have two chil- 
dren, the Earl of Kincardine, nhged 4, and a girl of 3. 

Lady Graham is immensely popular in the Isle of 
Arran.

Annual Report Shows Suicide Po- 
tion and Assassin’s Knife Are 
Leading. Causes.

PARIS, Sept. 16.—Leading ‘scientists and- stu- 
dents of criminology are gravely disturbed over 
the recent mortality reports issued by the Govern- 
ment. They show an increase in violent death», 
with suicides and homicides predominating. 

Within the last year 780 persons have taken 
their own lives, while 941 persons have died by 
violence. That is to say, 86 out of every 100,000 
of population have been killed, while 28 out of 


every 100,000 have killed themselves. In Paris 
there are from 15 to 20 suicides each week. 

It is pointed out that typhoid fever in the same 
time was responsible for but 181 deaths, diph- 


theria for 284 and grippe for 122. Measles, that _ 


terrible scourge of infancy, killed 735 babies in 
the whole of France. 

The only diseases more deadly than the assas- 
sin’s knife or the suicide’s potion are tubercular 
manifestations and pneumonia. Such a,high per- 
centage of violent deaths is a Se alarming.

CONVENTION ON. NOV. 7 


Committee Appointed at Hanni- 
bal Meets Here to Draft 
Constituuvu. 


Tentative plans to send 500 busi- 
ness men, farmers and professional 
men from Missouri to Eastern finan- 





cial centers to advertise the State 
were discussed yesterday at a meet- 
ing of a committee-of the Federation 
of Missouri Commercial Clubs in the 
Business Men’s League. 

The committee framed a constitu- 
tion for the federation, which was or- 
ganized June 9 in Hannibal, and ar- 
ranged preliminary plans for a con- 
vention to perfect the organization. 
This convention will be held Nov. 7 in 
Jefferson City, Sedalia or Moberly. A 
definite decision as ta the meeting 
place will be reached later. 


Upbuilding of the State. 
The purposes of the federation, as 


announced in the preamble of the 
constitution, are to promote the com- 
mon welfare of the citizens of Mis- 
souri, to bring the advantages of 
Missouri to the attention of the world, 
to induce immigration and the loca- 
tion of industries in Missouri, to build 
up the industrial interests of the 
State, to foster conservation and to 
promote the utilization of the latent 
resources of the State. 

The committee v*ich framed the 
constitution consisted of VW", ™. Saun- 
ders of St. Louis, E. M. Glendening of 
Kansas City, J. A. Hudson of Colum- 
bia, G. M, Sebree of Springfiela, Wil- 
tam Hirth of Columbia and Sidney J, 
Roy of Hannibal. 


Five Auxiliary Organizations. -. 
There will be five auxiliary organiza- 


tions in the State, each being composed 
of a group of counties. Each of these 
organizations will have jurisdiction over 
its own territory and will be subsid- 
iary to the State organization. 

Details will be perfected at the State 
convention, Nov. 7, for an office for 
the State organization, probably in one 
of the large cities of the State. 

The special train of Missouri boosters 
will be sent East early in the spring.. 
It will vigit all the large financial and 
manufacturing centers and will adver- 
tise the advantages of Missouri as a lo- 
cation for industries and as a place to 
live.

Eugene Holly Marries Under 
Name Connors Three Weeks - 
Aftér He Is a Widower. 


BRIDE MUCH SURPRISED 


Declares They Were Engaged 
Before Date Woman Died 
From Chloroform. 





TERRE HAUTE, Ind., Sept. 16.— 
Within three weeks after his wife 
died. July 12 last, Eugene Holley 
was married in the name of Francis 
M. Conners to Miss Mary Owens, wh» 
lived a few blocks away. 

He had been a harnessmaker, but 


after the marriage to Miss Owens 
he never returned to his shop, which 
was in the same block where he had 
lived for a year and a half with the 
first wife. 

The second wife says she met him 
May) 30 last and that they were en- 
gaged before July 12. She says. she 
did not know he had a wife or that 
he had been known as Eugene Hol- 
ley. Recently the police learned o£ 
the dual life and arrested him. This 
week the grand jury has been inves- 
tigating the case of the first wife, 
who was found dead, according to 
his story, with a cloth saturated with 
chloroform covering her face. 

Death Called Accident. 

The Coroner investigated the death 
and learned that she had been in the 
habit of using the drug for. relef 
from earache. The verdict was acci- 
dental death, Holley testified that 
when he awakened late in the night 
and found her dead he went for a 
physician, The latter confirmed the 
Statement that she had died from 
chloroform. She was soon to have be- 
come a mother. Neighbors say that 
Holley had said he would never be a 
father because he hated children. 

Holley collected $1000 life insurance 
money from two companies and when 
he married Miss Owens, Aug. 2, he 
went to the home of her father to live. 
He ceased working at his trade, but 
occupiei his time building a porch oR 
the Owens residence and making other 
improvements. He spent’ his money 
freely, buying the material for the porch 
and improvements. When he was ar- 
rested a few days\ago he had more 
than $500 on his person. The lawyers 
have it now, and as two firms were 
employed by him there is a row oh the 
side because he retained the second firm 
without consulting the lawyers he first 
employed. 

Identity Is a Mystery. 

There is a good deal of mystery as to 
his identity. He says he had been 
known as Holley because a family of 
that name in Clay County rear him, 
but that he has learned that his right 
name is Conners. He also has said he 
was known as Eugene Francis when he 
lived in Chicago. Ite haa lost a leg 
somewhere, and he says it-was in Chi- 
cago by a railroad accident. 
trace of him in Terre Haute is three 
years ago. Two years ago tie advertised 
in a Terre Haute newspaper for a wife 
and Miss Vinnie Harkins, who was em- 
ployed as domestic in a “Terre Haute 
family, replied.

Three Prominent White Oklaho- 
mans and Five Blacks Held 
for Dynamiting Residence. 


TRIAL BEGINS TOMORROW 


Alleged Motive Was to Obtain 
Possession of $100,000 Oil 
District Property. 


MUSKOGEHR, Ok., Sept. 16.—The big- 
gest murder trial that has ever taken 
place in Bastern Oklahoma is set for 
Monday, at Muskogee, when eight per- 
sons will be atraigned for the murder 
of two negro children at Taft. The 
motive is supposed to be a $100,000 es- 
tate left by the murdered children. 

The defendants in the case are Will 
S. Irwin, a rprominent real estate man, 
F. L. Martin, a former councilman in 
Muskogee and a brother of T. H. Mar- 
tin, former Mayor of Muskogee, John 
Coombs, @ wealthy oil operator of 
Bartlesville; Stout Ham, “Doo” Allen, 


Lowe, the last five being negroes. They 
are charged with the murder of Harold 
and Hstelle Sells, aged 1+ and 14 years, 
at the home of their stepfather, Hardy 
Sells, in Taft, last spring. 

The Sells home at Taft was wrecked 
by a heavy charge of dynamite placed 
undér the house where the children 
were sleeping. The house was set on 
fire. The Sells boy was probably in- 
stantly killed; but the girl’s feet were 
caught under some heavy timbers as 
they fell and she was burned to death 
slowly before she could be rescued. 

The father of the two children dis- 
appeared nine years ago. fe is sup- 
posed to be dead. But a year or so 
ago the white men charged with this 
crime are understood-to have discover- 
ed .a person who claimed to be the 
father and obtaizsied a deed from him to 
his allotment injthe Glenn oil pool. 

Immediately abier ithe two children 
were murdered, Irwin left Muskogee for 
Mexico City. He:was followed there by 
detectives\and argegted. He had on him 
deeds to thé-tw6 allotments owned by 
the\ dead children. Coombs and Martin 
are, alleged to.,have been interested 
with Irwin in the’ deal, and the person 
in Mexico who. Meade the deeds is sup- 
posed to be ysmpostor. 

The State wilh mllege that the three 
white men weéeré in a conspiracy to 
obtain the oil properties and that the 
negroes were hired to place the dyna- 
mfte and blow up the house at Taft.

‘Somers gystem, the value of these build- 
ings would be $4,432,232. 


Call Present System Haphazard. 


Comptroller Taussig was formerly con- 
nected with the corporation which owns 
the Commercial Building. 

In their argument to Comptroller 
Taussig the promoters of the Somers 
system declare that the present meth- 
ods of assessing property are unscien- 
tfic and to some extent haphazard. The 
city, they point out, is divided into 12 
districts, in each of-which there is a 
separate assessor, working without re- 
gard to values or conditions in the other 
eleven. | 

This practice, they say, results in the 
application of 12 different methods and 
judgments to the task of fixing valua- 
tions, so that-when a, level tax is levied, 
there are found to be wide and unjust 
variations. 

The Somers system attempts to es- 
tablish in each block the value of a 
unit foot—a strip 1 foot wide and 109 
feet long—as the hasis of computing 
the valuation of every other parcel 
of property in the square. This unit 
is located so as to represent the mean 
of valuations and factors of value in 
the block. 

A table, founded on @ curve of value 
showing the worth of lots of various 
depths, compared with the unit foot. 
has been devised. In appraising the 
value of a corner lot, ‘an area of 100 
feet square is platted at the corner 
whose value is to be determined. This 
area is then divided into parcels each 
10 feet square. The 10-foot square 
at the corner of intersecting streets 
is regarded as the most valuable. The 
values of all other squares recede in 
curves in every direction from this 
corner square. 


Lecation Regulates Values. 


The actual lots to be assessed are 
diagrammed on this imaginary 100- 
foot corner and the value of each 
square and part of a square inside the 
lot lines are added, thus producing 
the vaiue of each lot and apportioning 
to each its: share in the increase in 
value due to its proximity to or re- 
moteness from the intersection of the 
streets. 

Units of value established in arriv- 
ing at the appraisement of property 
in the blocks between Pine street 
and Locust street, . Broadway and 
Sixth street, were $3600 for Pine 
street, $7000 for both sides of Olive 
street, §4000 for Locust street, $5000 
for Broadway between Pine and 
Olive and $6400 for the frontage be- 
tween Olive and Locust streets; $4800 
for Sixth street between Pine and 
Olive streets and $4500 between Olive 
and Lécust streets. 

The Somers system is in use in 
Cleveland, O., Springfield, Ill., Minne- 
apolis, Minn., Denver, Colo., East St. 
Louis and several cities in the East. 
The Real Dstate Exchange, the City 
Club ang the Assessor’s office have 
studied the system closely,

USE OF FINGERS A 
- TEST OF THE MIND 


Psychologist Tells Indiana Teach- 
ers to Observe the Actions 
of Children. 


MUNCIE, Ind., Sept. 14—The use of 
the hand is the. best test of sanity, ac- 
cording to Dr. Arthur Holmes, the 
psycholegist of the University of Penn- 
sylvania, who addressed the Delaware 
County teachers here. 

The way to determine whether a child 
is mentally normal, the physician says, 
te to watch it pick up a pencil or ether 
object. If the thumb and fingers are 
used against each ether the child is 
{rormal, but if the thumb is barely used 
| the child is deficient. 
| Shaking hands is also a test of mental- 
ity, the psychologist says. Having the 
subject grasp a bar and pull himself up 
by his hands is still another test. Nor- 
mal persons place the thumb on the op- 
posite side of a horizontal bar in lift- 
ing their weight, but subnormal ones put 
it on the same side as the fingers, as 
monkeys de. . 

Jumping rapidly to a discussion of boy 
and girl natures, Dr. Holmes said that 
every boy should have a dog and every 
girl a doll, as every little boy is ‘dog 
hungry,” just as every little girl is “doll 
bungry.”’

Pure Food Commissioner, 
and Dr. G. A. Jordan, Assistant 
“Health Commissioner of St. Louis, 
to make application for warrants 
against Newton Huey of Silica, Mo., 
for shipping into St. Louis milk that 
it was alleged had been treated with 
formaldehyde. 

The St. Louis Board of Health has 
no power to prosecute outside dairy-

TAFT SPEAKS FOR | 
BETTER FARMING 


Praises Work of Agriculture De- 
partment and Calls Attention 


to Population Increase. 


SYRACUSE, UN. _ ¥Y., Sept. 16.— 
President Taft’s speech at the State 
Fair Grounds was a discussion of the 
activities of the Department of Agri- 
culture. The department, he said, was 
costing $15,000,000 a year and was going 
to cost more, but it was cheap at the 
price, in view of the amount of informa- 
tien it disseminated among farmers. He 
said the welfare of the country depend- 
ed upon the continuance of its activity. 

Discussing the problem of sustaining 
an increasing population on the na- 
tion’s acreage, the President said: 

“If our population increases as rapid- 
ly as it has heretofore, we shall in 60 
years have upwards of 200,000,000 people 
in this country to support on 875 million 
acres, much of which is probably not 
capable of producing a great deal., There 
are about 50 million actes of swamp land 
that can be, drained and there are 2

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million acres of land that can be irri- 
gated; but with all these, it is a fact 
that within the life of many who are 
born now, we shall be pressing the limit 
of our self-support from the soil unless 
some other method than the mere ex- 
tension of area be found for the in- 
creasing of our crop production. 


Future of Farming. 

“In the next 100 years, if this is to be 
a self-sustaining country, we must 
adopt new methods of farming and 
pursue them with eagerness and intel- 
ligent enterprise. How can these evils 
that threaten the progress of our ag- 
riculture be remedied? How can the 
movement from the farm to the city 
be stopped? Hov can propér labor be 
secured on the farm? 

“IT am an optimist and believe that sit- 
uations, however threatening or imme- 
diately discouraging, have in them- 
selves elements that justify hope of bet- 
terment. 

“The increased price of farm products 
has increased the value of the farms 
and has made more certain the profit of 
farming. That necessarily works upon 
the cupidity of those in the past who 
have gone into the city, because it of- 
fers a prospect of a better income and a 
more comfortable living. 

“Today, with improved roads, with 
suburban railways, with the telephone, 
with a rural free delivery, and I hope 
soon with the parcels post, the life of 
the farmer will approximate much more 
nearly that of his city brother than ft 
ever has in the past.”

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|AGCUSED NAVAL 


LIEUTENANT IS 
STOPPED AT DOCK 


Declares He Resigned to Save 
Navy From Scandal, Which 
Would Shake It. 


INTERCEPTED ON LINER 
Gets Order Which Leads to Be- 
lief That No Action Has 
Yet Been Taken. 








Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAN FRANCISCO, ‘Sept. 16.—Lieut. 
toy C. Smith, VU. 8S. N., whose naval 
career came to an inglorious end on the 
Asiatic station, arrived here today on 
the liner Shinyo Maru. He admitted 
having resigned from the service under 
compulsion. He had. no intention, he 
said, of withdrawing his resignation, 
and would make no fight against those 
who had forced him to give up’ his 
commission beyond laying the facts be- 
fore the Secretary of the Navy in a 
personal interview. 

When the liner was released from 
Charles P, Huff of 
the navy, from thé Yerba Buena train- 
ing station, boarded the ship and hand- 
ed Smith a communication from thé 
Navy Department, ordering him to re-+ 
port for temporary duty on board the 
Pensacola. 

This is taken to mean that Smith’s 
resignation has not been acted on, and 
that the young officer may be dealt with 
as was Rear Admiral Edward B. Bar- 
ry. Barry’s resignation was refused and 
he was dismissed from the service “for 
scandalous conduct.”’ 

Explains Resignation. 

“It was a case," said Smith today, “‘of 
my word against that of my brother 
officers. My word was not accepted, 
and I coneluded that if my word was 
no longer good, the navy was no place 
for me. So I got vat. 

“If I had fought these charges I 
would have involved a number of offi- 
cers and the namé of the navy in a 
scandal thet would have shaken the 
service from one énd to the other. For 
the sake of the navy, I decided to quit. 

“I will, however, seek a personal in- 
terview with the Secretary of the Navy 
and will tell Him everything I know. “I 
will spare nobody. It will then be up 
to him to take such action as he may 
see fit. For my part, I am through.” 

The knowledge of Lieut. Smith’s dis- 
grace came as a surprise to his fellow 
passengers, with whom he had made 
himself very popular. On his own shoul- 
ders the disgrace appeared to sit lightly, 
and after his interview with Lieut. Huff, 
from whom he learned that his offense 
had become known to the world, Smith } 
sat down in the dining saloon with his 
fellow passengers and enjoyed a hearty 
breakfast. 

Prior to the discovery that ended his 
cereer Smith bore a good name in the 
navy. Young and good-looking, he had 
the making of a brilliant officer. At 
the naval academy, whence he was 
graduated with the class of ‘05 he stood 
second in his class. The promise of 
his midshipman days was fulfilled and 
when he went to the Asiatic Station 
he was given command of the gunboat 
Villa Lobos, on which he served with 
distinction. He ws _ transferred re- 
cently to the flagship. 

Rear Admiral J. B. Murdock referred 
the charges against Smith to a board of 
inquiry, which decided that they were 
well fourf€ed. To save the navy from 
disgrace the young officer was allowed 
to resign. After he left the Orient, 
Rear Admiral Murdock was given to un- 
derstand that Smith intended withdraw- 
ing his resignation on his arrival here. 
If Smith had done this he would have 
been’ sént back under arrest and tried 
by courtmartial. His arrival here was 
reported to Washington today and his 
case will be disposed of in a few days.

Gives $5000 Bond to Answer to 
Charges Made by Kansas 
City Bank. 





CHIGAGO, Sept. 16-—Jéhn Worth- 
ington, owner of the American Bank, 
117 Dearborn street, gave $6000 bond 
yesterday on a charge of fraud made 
by the Day and Night Bank of Kan- 
sas City. 

The arrest was made on. informa- 
tion. signed by President C. A. Bonds 
of the Kansas City bank. He charges 
that on Feb. 8, 1811, Worthington 
gave three promissory notes on three 
trust deeds dated July 15, 1910, rep- 
resenting falsely that they had been 
guaranteed by the Chicago Title and 
Trust Cos The notes were for $1200 
each, 

Worthington lives at the Drexel 
Mansions, a big apartment house, 
which he is said to own. His fortune 
is estimated at $800,000. 


Called an Ex-Convict. 
The police have a record of a John 


Worthington who served a term in 
the penitentiary at Auburn, N. Y., 


‘from which place he was released 


in 1902. They say that the prisoner 
is the same anan, 

In the Bertillon records is a photo- 
graph of John* Worthington, who 
was sentenced in New York May. 2, 
1898, to six years in the penitentiary 
on a charge of swindling Mary UJ. 
Smith out of a stock of merchandise. 

This John Worthington began his 
term at Auburn prison at the age of 
30 years. On Oct. 23, 1899, ge was 
sent to Clinton, and on July 6, 1902, 
he was discharged, having gained al- 
most two years off “good time.” 

Bank Said to Be Involved. 

Worthfhgeton’s bank is said to 
have ‘recently become involved in 
some (difficulty, and as a result the 
American ‘Bankers’ Association has 
been conducting a searching inquiry 
into his affairs. 

Worthington made large sum’ in 
Chicago real estate and only recent- 
ly went into the banking business. 

A man in charge of the Worthing- 
ton home said he is an uncle of Mrs. 
Worthington, and that he had come 
from the South recently to: engage 
in business. j 

Relative Saye He Is Millionaire. 

“John Worthington is honest,” said 
this man. “He has made a ‘million 
dollars within a few years in Chi- 
cago by engaging in the real estate 
business after having been a retail 
merchant in St. Louis. He has an in- 
come of about $200 a day.” 

“Is it true, as the police say, that 
Worthington is an ex-convict?” was 
asked. 

“I yefuse to talk about that.” 

“What will he do n8w?” 

“He will get. out of this trouble 
and will clear himself with the aid 
of his wife. John made a mistake 
when he went into ee banking busi- 
ness.” ®

Mrs. Perrin. told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter last night that she believed her 
father’s arrest was a mistake. 

“My father has been the best of par- 
ents to meé,’’ she said. “Although I 
have always lived with my mother. 
father has supported me, and he paid 
for my education at Lennox Hall. 
When I eloped to Clayton last Decem- 
ber and was married, he sent me a tel- 
egram af good wishes, and afterwards 
came to St. Louis to see me. He gave 
my husband and me an expensive gres- 
ent. 

“I have always understood that my 
father was wealthy. I have never seen 
his second wife, my stepmother.” 

Mrs. Worthington, the daughter of a 
farmer living at Washington, Mo., has 
determnined not to be interviewed con- 
cerning her divorced husband's arrest, 
according to her daughter. Mrs. Perrin 
is his only child by his first marriage.

Bogroff, Stool Pigeon. for the Kiev Authorities, 
Revealed All the Plan, Except His Own 
Part, in Advance, 





By Associated Press. 
ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 16.—The 


double role played by Dmitry Bogroff, 
who attempted to assassinate Premier 
Stolypin at Kiev Thursday night has 
been conclusively. proved. 

Bogroff's Jewish name is Movisha 


Pershkevich. The St. Petersburg po- 
lice say they hag no-knowledge of 
the employment of Bogroff at Kiev as 

e of the protective’police. On the 

trary, they had held him under 
surveillance. 

For some time Bogroff had served 
as secretary of the Pure Food Com- 
mittee of St. Petersburg. A search 
of his quarters at Kiev disclosed cop- 
les of the secret instructions of the 
police, issued in connection with the 
imperial visit to Kiev. If is learned 
that Bogroff gained employment in 
the police service at the theater by 
outlining to the authorities circum- 
stantial details of a contemplated at- 
tempt on Stolypin’s life. 

His information yas correct, for Aug. 
18 he was summoned to St. Petersburg 
by the fighting organization of social 
revolutionaries, who demanded proofs 
of his faithfulness and. commissioned 
him to make an attempt against the 
Premier. 

Bogroff, 
formed Col. 


with : sinister -design, in- 
Kuliabko, Chief of the Kiev 
secret police, that‘ the attempt might 
occur at the theater. He was sta- 
tioned there and instructed to signal 
if terrorists -were present. The sole in- 
firmation withheld was that he himself 
was, to perform the act. | 

Bogroff has been frequently arrested 
for political reasons. He is now held in 
the Kiev fortress, but will be transferred 
to the fortress of St. Peter and St. Paul 
here. 

The Novoe Vremya’s Kiev correspon- 
dent says Kullabko, chief of the secret 
police at Kiev, will be discharged and| 
later prosecuted.. At the--tnquiry, the 
correspondent says, Kuliabko broke 
down anf said Bogroff was a member 
of the revolutionary committee and at 
the same time a. police agent several 
years ago. During the student disorders 
in 1906, he betrayed the ringleaders and 
gained the confidence of his superiors. 


Told of Latest Pilot. 

After 1907 Bogroff was only employed 
by the police occasionally. A short time 
ago, Bogroff informed the police that 
the social revolutionists would make an 
attempt against Premier Stolypin and 
the Minister of Education. The choice 
had fallen upon a certain woman ter- 
ritorist. Nina Alexandrovna, assisted by 
a man known as Nicholas. 

Capt. Kullabko. informed Stolypin’s 
secretary and adjutant. Bogroff was 
given a ticket to the garden party at 
Merchants’ Park on Sept. 14, as he 
said he needed to get familiar with the 
Premier's face arid figure, in order to 
protect him. For some reason Bogroff 
let slip numerous opportunities to take 
Stolypin on that occasion, and claims he 
wanted to avoid wounding others, and 
when a suitable opportunity came he 
hesitated. 





He received a ticket for the theater an 
hour before the gala scat nae sa began. 


After the first act, Bogroff, perceiving 
the looseness of the police protection, 
conceived the idea of a more distin- 
guished victim, and went outside the 
theater to inspect the street entrance to 
the imperial box. 

On leaving he surrendered his admis- 
sion card and when he returned the of- 
ficer on duty would not allow him to re- 
enter until Kuliabko was called and per- 
sonally passed Bogroff. 

In the: foyer, toward the end of the 
second intermission, Kullabko said to 
Bogroff: , 

‘*This is the last intermission; the next 
act will be a short ome; go onto the 
square, watch for Nina Alexandrovna.” 

Bogroff replied: “All right,” and 
passed down the corridor in the oppasite 
direction. He went straight te where 
Stolypin was sitting. 


PREMIER BETTER, 
PRISONER UPSET 


Bogroff Complains og Tramp- 
ling He Suffered From 
Throng. 


KIEV, Sept. 16.—Premier Stolypir is 
progressing toward recovery. The at- 
tending physicians found his condition 
satisfactory today and tonight’s bulletin 
announced that no particular change had 
occurred. The Premier’s ‘temperature 
was given as 98.6, or normal. 

The trial by courtmartial of Dmitry 
Bogroff, who shot the Premier, will be- 
gin Wednesday. Capt. Kullabko, chief 
of the secret police of Kiev, who fs re- 
sponsible for groff's presence in the 
theater, is prostrated, as Bogroff- en- 
joyed his confidence. 

When asked to attend the interroga- 
tion of the prisoner, Col. Kuliabko, 
weeping, begged permission to testify in 
writing. 

At the inquiry Bogroff manifested 
much independence and unconcern. He 
said that when he approached Stolypin, 
the Premier was. completely unguarded. 
He drew a revolver from his hip pocket, 
covering it with his program. When 
Count Potocky, who.was close to Stoly- 
pin, hesitated to, identify. Bogroff, the 
later blurted out: 

“Yes, I shot him.’’ 

On the way to the Fortress, Bogroff 
asked for a cigarette, remarking: “The 
whole business has upset me dreadfully. 
I have not yet come to myself.” 

The prisoner’s wounds include a saber 
cut on the head, Two teeth were 
knocked out ,and his body is a mags of 
bruises from trampling.

JACKSONVILLE, Ill, Sept. 16.—The 
little city of Versailles, $5 miles west of 
Jacksonville, was stirred to its depths 
Saturday by the arrest of the Rev.gW. 
H. Walstrom, pastor of the Versailles 
Christian Church, on a charge of rob- 
bing the restaurant of C. H. Halk 
Thursday night. Halk’s place was en- 
tered through a rear window some time 
during Thursday night and the rob- 
bery was discovéred Friday morning. A 
number of old coins valued at about $30 
were stolen. 

The authorities immediately sent to 
Springfield for H. E. Stumpfer’s biood- 
hounds, and they reached Versailles Fri- 
day afternoon. The dogs quickly took 
up the trail and followed it directly 
to Walstrom’s homg. ‘The officers ‘could 
not believe the preacher was guilty and 
took the dogs back to the restaurant. 
Again they went straight to Waistrom’s 
house. A third time the officers start- 
ed the dogs at the beginning of the trail 
and a third <#fie they led the police to 
Walstrom. 

Becoming convinced by this time that 
the robbers had’ gone to the preacher’s 
home, the officers finally determined | 
to search the house. They entered the 
place about 1 o’clock Saturday morning. 
Walstrom was there and offered no re- 
sistance to the searchers. ° 

The stolen coins had been arranged in 
a picture frame with a paper attached 
to each coin, showing the date of its 
issue. This frame was found in Wal- 
strom’s garden. Further search revealed 
most of the coins in a bucket under the 
crib in the barn. 

Upon being accused of the robbery 
Walstrom broke down and confessed, but 
offered no explanation of his act. All 
of the coins were recovered except $2.50, 
which was spent by the preacher Friday. 

Walsttom is married and has five chil- 
dren. He has been in Versailles more 
than a year. He is said to have had 
some trouble with his congregation and 
for some time has not been its regular 
pastor. 

Walstrom appeared before a Justice 
of the Peace and efitefed a plea of 
guilty, but has not been sent to jail.

A few 
days before the theft of the picture 
from the Louvre, he met an escaped 
life oonvict named Antonin Rives on 
the street and greeted him in friendly 
manner. Hesadmits he felt serry for 
the fellow and decided not to turn him 
over to the pelice. 

To. this “remarkable kind-hearted of- 
ficial Rives is alleged to have said that 
4e had spent several.months in New 
Yerk and there formed influential con- 
nections. Since returning to Paris he 
had spent all his days ih the Louvre.

MACON, Mo., Sept. 16.—John Gordon 
Jones. the famous hermit of the Chari- 
ton Valley, has been murdered... His 
body was found late this afternoon by 
boys who had been hunting in the woods 
adjacent to his hut. A bullet had passed 
through his head. 

The Sheriff and Coroner of Macon 


"County and the Chief of Police of Ma- 


con were notified and started for the 
hut, which Jones called his ‘‘cave,’’ im- 


mediately. 

Jones was about 75 years old. For 
more than forty years he had lived in 
the hut, which he had built of sods and 
roofed with thatch, when he first took 
up his homestead. Although he had 
repaired the roof from time to time, this 
was the only change which had ever 
been made in his dwelling place. 

The hermit was very frugal. It is said 
he was wealthy and it is a theory of 
Coroner R. T. Powell that those who 
killed him may have expected to find 
money hidden in the hut. The single 
room was in disarray when the body 
was found. 

Hermit Jones was a quiet retiring 
character and spoke only the Welsh 
language. He was a native of Wales 
and came to America shortly after 
the Civil War closed. ,

OTTAWA, Ontario, Sept. 16.—The 


official nominations of candidates 
for the Canadian Parliament having 
been made, both parties are claiming 
the victory at. the polls next Thurs- 
day. 

Since the official nomination the 
party estimates have been finally 
compiled, and these show that the 


Conservatives claim at the least a 
total gain all over that will give 
them a majority of five in the next 
House, in addition to the Quebec Na- 
tionalist wing. At Government head- 
quarters here it is declared that the 
Liberals will be returned to power 
with a larger majority than before. 
The assertion at Conservative head- 
quarters here is that they will defeat 
the Government. Their figures show 
great gains in Ontario and Quebec, a 
slight increase of support from the 
Maritime Provinces, while they hold 
their owyg in the provinces west of 
Ontario. 
Sharp Centest in Ontario, 

The chief battleground, therefore, 
is in Ontario and Quebec. In the for- 
mer province the Liberals expect to 
get 34 out of the 86, but the Conserva- 
tive managers are not willing to al- 
low them more than 19 Government 
representatives. 

The following estimate is based 
upon well-informed reports from all 
over the country, from independent 
and nonpartisan sources, following 
the official nominations: 

In Ontario, conceding to the Conserva- 
tives all the most doubtful constituen- 
cies, 27 Liberals will be elected to 59 
Conservatives; in Quebec there will be 
60 Liberals to 15 Conservatives. The 
present standing of the Government sup- 
port in the three proVinces ig 36 and 
63 respectively. : 

New Brunswick for Treaty, 

New Brunswick will give 12 Liberals to 
one Conservative.. Nova Scotia’ 14 Lib- 
erals to four Conservatives, while Prince 
Edward Island will elect all Libsorals for 
the four seats in that province. 

The present Conservative standing in 
these three maritime provinces is 2, 
6 and 1 respectively. In Manitoba 
it will be 38 Liberals to 7 Cosn- 
servatives, at present there being no 
Liberals from that province since the 
Hon. Clifford Sifton joined the fortunes 
of the Conservative party. In Saskatche- 
wan the 10 seats will all go Liberal, 
there being 1 Conservative only in th- 
last House. In Alberta there will be 
5 Liberals to 2 Conservatives and 
the present standing is 3 Cwh- 
Servatives. In British Columbia and 
the Yukon the return will be 8 Lib. 
erals to 65 Conservatives, which is

The 
upshot was that hundreds of families 
reduced their expenses by moving into 
smaller quarters, those who occupied 
dwellings moving into flats, those who 
occupied five and six flats mov- 
ing into. free room flats a those who 
‘lived in three-roem fiats moving into 
rooms, 

With prosperity: heralded, these clesses 
are resuming their formér or larger 
quarters, while the decrease In build- 
ing in St. Louls has more er less equal- 
ized.the supply and the demand and has 
had a decidedly wholesome effect on 
the St. Louis realty market. As a re- 
sult-rental conditions in St. Louis are 
steadily improving.

NEW YORK BOND SALES. 
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OTTON SITUATION. 
INCHANGED WITH 
FORECASTS VAGUE 


The situation in the cotton market is 
without new developments. Seldom has 
the season advanced so far with so few 
expressed opinions as to the probabie 
size of the growing crop. The New 
York Commercial has estimated the 
crop to be 13,698,000 bales. To many 
this looks too high. Although the paper 


gives the probable yield, state by state, 
—e apportiong to Texas only 3,500, 
es. 


Against any figures that can be made 
in estimating the crop is the fact that 
a@ deteriorating condition is not cor- 
rected by the 
er, such as was experienced just fol- 
lowing Aug. 24, the date of the con- 
dition report, but ‘must first gain its 
normal conditioa and then make up the 
loss of a week or so of growth that is 
vitally important when the frost date is 
taken into consideration. The record- 
breaking ginning report teken in con- 
nection with the low condition report is 
regarded by many as pointing most sig- 
nificantly to a small yield in Texas, in- 
dicating premature opening, which spells 
the end for such plants. 


Crop Rumors Conflict. 


From east of the Mississippi River re- 
ports from the crop are conflicting; 
many place the damage from excess 
rains and insects as prohibitive to a 
iarge yield, while other authorities, 
equally as good, maintain that the~be- 

nning of this crop was so splendid in 
ts prospects that even the heavy de- 
terioration that the Government and pri- 
vets authoritiés aave reported cannot 
prevent a big aay 9 

There has been heavy damage, as all 
admit, but how much few dare say. Un- 
til the next ginning report sheds fur- 
their light on the situation guesses as 
to the probable yield are futile, because 
figures alone, based on general aver- 

es of condition, acreage and ultimate 
yield for the past 10 years, indicate a 
crop of 18,426,000 bales, a figure that few 
people in the South would agree to, and 
is as far out of line as the difference 
between a deteriorating and a deteriora- 
ted crop is. 

The political gituation in Furope, 
which seemed cleared for a time, is 
again cloufled and casts a depressing 
influence Over business, while the 
troubles in India and China lessen 
the demand for cotton goods. The 
time will come when empty shelves 
will force the buyers of manufactured 
cotton to come into the market and 
their needg will be great and hard 
to satisfy, for curtailment of produc- 
tion has been long and drastic. The 
fear of this goods famine has ali to 
do with the support of the market. 
The movement of cotton is free an‘ 
toward the ports for Europe fromm, 
where there seems to be a demand.

DANVILLE, Ill., Sept. 16.—New 
and startling evidence in the Garner 
murder case has been unearthed By 
county officials and it will be present- 
ed in court next Wednesday at the 
trial of Mrs. Margaret Smith, under 
indictment for conducting a resort. 

Fred C. Garner, son of wealthy 
parents, is serving 20 years in the 
Chester Penitentiary for the murder 
of Mrs. Elsie C. Cochrane in a forest 
near this gity last October. Garner 
testified at his trial that he was not 
with the woman the day she was mur- 
dered. 

New Evidence Found. 

The county officials investigating 
the record of ‘the Smith woman 
learned that Mrs. Cochrane and her 
sister, Jean Milier, a street-car motor 
man, whose name ts said to be Brown, 
and another man, whose name they 
have declined to make public, spent 
all of the afternoon and a greater 
part of the evening of the murder at 
the Smith home. 

One of these witnesses, so the coun- 
ty officials allege, will go on the 
stand next Wednesday and testify 
that when Mrs. Cochrane left the 
Smith home on the evening she was 
murdered she told him that she had 
an engagement to go riding with a 
promineat physician. She was never 
seen alive adéter she left the Smith 
residence, 

Props Up Alibi, 

Garner has always maintained that he 
was not with the woman on the fatal 
day and the county officials belleve the 
testimony of the witnesses will bear 
him owt, In the event it is proven that 
Garner was not with Mrs. Cochrane on 
the day or night she was murdered, an 
effort will be made to have the case re- 
opened, and if that fails a pardon will 
be asked for Garner. 

If the testimony turns out as the offi- 
cers think it will there will be another 
arrest and then there will be sdme sen- 
sational disclosures. If: has always been 
known that several prominent men were 
friendly with. Mrs. Cochrane, but the 
prosecution refused to allow their names 
to be divulged at the trial.

The name of a mysterious physician 
was frequently spoken of in connection 
with the murder and there is no doubt 
but that his name. is in the hands of offi- 
cClals, and if the testimony bears out 
the information the officers now have 
in their possession a sensational arrest 
may be expected any time after W ednes- 
day.

The effect of music up- 
on the nervous system 
has long been known. It has remained for M. 
Charles Henry, a distinguished experimentalist in 
the laboratories of the Sorbonne, to devise a 
means of transmitting musical vibrations, by 
means of electrical waves, into the human body. 
The source of electricity in M. Henry’s experi- 
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For studying the sensation of heat, M. Henry 
uses two glass jars, wrapped in flannel and filled 
with water at different temperatures. The hands, 
alternately crossed and uncrossed, are plunged 
into the vessels, while the temperature of one of 
the baths is being gradually changed. 

The fatigue caused by lifting weights is esti- 
mated by M. Henry. For this purpose he uses 
dumb-bells with hollow ends into which small 
weights can be dropped -gradually. Before and 
after lifting the weight, the subject tests his 
strength on a dynamometer, or “force-measurer.” 


The diminution of strength can be computed ex- >

The perception of odors is measured with the 
olfactometer. This instrument consists of a glass 
jar containing three concentric tubes, the inter- 
mediate tube being of paper and. the other two of 
glass.

of the music is a piano, or other instrument with 
resonant sounding-board. 

The first step is the placing of a microphone 
upon the sounding-board of the musica] instru- 
ment. The microphone is an appafatus for mag- 
nifying sound, and, although it is comparatively 
simple in construction and operation, it produces 
wonderful results. 

The next step is the connection of the micro- 
phone, in an electrica] series, with the therm>- 
pile and the primary circuit of a telephone trans- 
former. The tempo of tle music to be played 
is then determined exactly, and the pitch is as- 
.certained by means of resonators. The electrodes 
are arranged in such a manner as to pick up the 
secondary circuits of the’ telephone transformer 
and convey them directly into the body. 


A lucid explanation of the system may be made . 


by comparison with the telegraph. As every one 
knows, the telegraph “sounder,” or receiver, is a 
simple mechanism which records brpgaks in the 
currents that pass through it. The breaks are 
made by the operator’s key, and the length of 
the break determines what is to be recorded by 
the sounder. : | 
When the mechanism of the musical instru- 
ment is set in motion, the current rushes from 
the thermopile to the microphone, gathers up the 
magnified vibrations and pushes them along the 
wires to the transformer, and thence into the 
electrodes which induct them into the body. The 
alternating currents traversing the muscles, 
nerves and tissues, thus form a literal transla- 
tion of the musical phrase into terms of bodily 
energy. 
The results of thus transforming musical vibra- 
tions into human energy are very interesting. It 
has been observed that a soothing and rhythmi- 
cal effect is produced in the subject, which argues 
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to pass through the paper, enter the inner tube, 
and ascend to the nostrils. As soon as the odor 
is perceived, the experimenter stops lifting the 
tube and records its height and the time occu- 
pied in the lifting. Combining these two ele- 
ments with constant factors, the weight of vapor 
representing the minimum perceptible sensation 
is computed. 

To measure auditory sensations, M. Henry de- 
vised a special instrument consisting of a copper 
tube, which is divided by a transverse diaphragm 
into two chambers. One of the chambers com- 
municated with a rubber bag in which is enclosed 
the source of sound, a watch, for instance. Tpe 
other is connected with a rubber tube, which is 
inserted into the ear. To prevent sound reaching

HAT disposition should St. 
Louis make of James H. 
Pearson ? 

How can society deal 
justly and mercifully 
with this unilette:ed 
evangelist, who follows 

“what he deems a call 
from God to preach in 
the streets of St. Louis 
in defiance of the police 
- and the courts? 

Pearson insists that 

Gis duty lies in expcsing 
vice and warning the wicked to flee from the 
wrath to come. To his conception of duty he 
has given many years of his life. For it he has 
suffered much and is ready and willing to suffer 
more. Regardless of the penalty it brings, he will 
preach, he affirms, while he has life*and liberty. 

The police declare Pearsén’s frank and un- 
adorned utterance is obscene and blasphemous. 
His audicnees, they say, obstruct the streets and 
the fervor of his speech disturbe the peace. The 
law supports the police, and demands of Pear- 
s0n the modification or suppression of bis propa- 
ganda. He must quit preaching in the streets or 
go to jail. He must forsake his gospel wagon 
or ride in the workhouse van. So says the law, 

But the voice of judgment only complicates the 
problem. Pearson does not fear. the law. For 
him, led on by his “vision,” which he saw nearly 
25 years ago, “stone walls do not prison make, 
nor iron bars a cage.” * 

Eleven times the name of James H. Pearson 
has been written on police station blotters, op- 
posite charges growing out of his tempéstuous 
tirades and exhortations. Twice he has gone to 
the workhouse, commending to divine mercy the 
men who arrested and judged him, and crying 
his thanks to God for the opportunity of suffer- 
ing “for the. cause.” ;

it f§ easy enough to dismiss Pearson as ‘‘crazy,” 
but stern, deliberate science will not go so far. 
The police sent him once to the observation ward 
of the city hospital, believing the physicians 
» would find him demented. For several days he 
was kept under close observation, being subjected 
in the meantime to frequent tests of sanity. 
When the police finally called for an opinion, the 
medical men were not even able to say that 
Pearson was afflicted with religious monomania. 


All the usual signs of dementia were absent, 
vod the patient’s conduct is referred to in the his- 
tury of the case as “mild and geritlemanly.” The 
attending physician, in his written reports, said 
he believed Pearson was suffering from delusions 
of persecution and grandeur, twe frequent mani- 
festations of paranoia. He added, however, that 
the symptoms were by no means pronounced. 
“It would difficult,” he says, “to convince a 
layman that this man was ‘non compos mentis.’”

Pearson was born 64 years ago and his natural 
bent, ‘he says, was Invention. At the ‘elty hos- 
pital, he gave his occupation as “inventor and 
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reformer.” A disappearing door, a lightning ar- 
‘rester for telephones, a bal'bearing merry-go- 
round and an aeroplane are enumerated among 
his inventions. 

His career as a mechanical genius was broken, 
however, by what he calls the appearance of his 
vision directing him to preach. The appari- 
tion, he says, was in the form of a spirit woman 
who bade him go. forth and preach the gospéi. 
The command, as he understood it, came from 
God, and it has been reinforced many times since 
by communications from the spirit world, Pear- 
son says. 

Nevertheless it was not a reieiie call which 
brought Pearson to St. Louis a year ago last 
February. He came to interest capitalists in his 
aeroplane, He showed his plans to Albert Bond 
Lambert, president of the Aero Club, he says, 
and got little encouragement. Then he perceived 
the appalling wickedness of the city and renewed 
his work as a reformer. Whether the success 
of his aeroplane plans would have sidetracked his 
evangelistic career in this city is a matter for 
speculation.

He was 
paroled from the workhouse once by Mayor 
Kreismann. That was late in 1910, and nothing 
was heard of the evangelist subsequently until 
July of this year when he again appeared in 
the role of reformer and was arrested for loitering. 

Undoubtedly the law, as interpreted until] the 
present, is against Pearson. The police justices 
generally are inclined to sympathy, but are un- 
able, under the law, to do otherwise than impose 
fines which Pearson either will not or can not 
pay. But Pearson boldly answers the legal argu- 
ment by citing the Salvation Army, whose clam- 
orous street services prompted Huxley to call 
the “‘soldiers” a band of ‘“‘corybantic Christians.” 
He points also to the fact that almost impene- 
trable crowds formerly were permitted to gather 
in front of the baseball scoreboards. The “fans,” 
he says, did more in the matter of obstructing 
traffic than did any of his audiences. 

Pearson says he has preached unmolested in 
26 other states and has held street services in 
Washington, D. C., without any interference from 
the authorities. This, he argues, indicates a 
fault, either in the drafting or enforcement of 
our laws.

mit to speak on the streets. He had been told, 
he asserts, that such a permit coul¢ be obtained, 
but his application was denied. 

Police, plaintiffs and witnesses unite in declar- 
ing Pearson’s language most painfully plain in 
reference to what he calls “dens of vice.” Ac- 
cording to the police it is blasphemous. 

“IT merely call a spade a spade,” is Pearson's 
reply. Then he quotes the words of Christ and 
St. Pau] in denouncing vice and wicked persons. 
And having justified his language, he recites how 
George Fox, foundér of the Society of Friends, 
or Quakers, was arrested and imprisoned six 
times for blasphemy. 

Fox was a shoemaker’s apprentice when he 
began receiving revelations through “opening” 
from God. In 1650 he interrupted the services 
in Nottingham Church (England), by calling the 
minister a liar. He served a year in jail for his 
daring. MP wes Imprianeed st Derby on a charge 


. 
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the Society of Jesus, conversed with Christ and 
the Virgin Mary, and beheld at the altar the 
miracle of the transubstantiation. Here also is 
recalled the story that Socrates declaied he was 
léd by a demon, or “daimon,” which manifested 
itself to him through a voice. 

History, both profane and sacred, is replete 
with references to persons who were believed to 
communicate with the spirit world. Skeptical in- 
vestigators have put these alleged communica- 
tions and divinations into the general category 
of “r@igious mania,” but the faithful in all 
land and times have accepted them as rea) and 
true. Whether skepticism is spreading or not, 
the masses of moderns would hesitate -to say 
that either Socrates or the founder of the Jesuits 
was “crazy,” and Pearson contends that he is 
entitled to the same consideration. 

However we dispose of Pearson and his beliefs, 
his sincerity can not be doubted by an impartial 
investigator: The theory of the Roman official, 
who said to St. Paul: “Much learning hath made 
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@ MISS JESSIE PEARSON % 
thee mad,” can hardly be brought against this 
deflant rropagandist. He can neither read nor 
write, and the possibility that much learning 
has made him mad is consequently very remote. 

His knowledge of the Bible, which he qpotes as 
freely and as correctly as any minister, was given 
him by his wife, Jennie, who has read the book to 
him many times from cover to cover. Notwitb- 
standing his inability to read, Pearson always 
holds a Bible in his hands while preaching and 
Insists that the book be left with him in jail. 

Another evidence of his sincerity is the finan- 
cial sacrifice he has made to follow his “call.” 
Pearson is not preaching simply to make “an 
easy living,” as doubters often say of religious 
workers. Instead, he has suffered actual want 
because of his steadfastness. 

The charges of mania and ins‘ncerity both lose 
strength when it is known that Pearson has the 
unwavering support of his wife and their daugh- 
ter, who is less than 26 years old. They not only 
believe in him, but they assist him in his work. 
Frequently while Pearson-was in prison the two 
women conducted the street meetings unaided. 
For the sake of the cause they endure privations 
that might turn less courageous hearts. They 
never complain. They never urge Pearson to 
compromise or to abandon his labor of reforma- 
tion. And never, ‘until necessity demands it, do 
they forsake the propaganda while he is in prison. 

FTER his last’ sentence to 
A the workhouse, the daugh- 
ter ‘went to work as a waitress 
in a Washington avenue res- 
taurant at a dollar a day in 
order tO suport herself and her

Together they have served to put 
Sabetha prominently on the map of civilization. 

One of the secrets of the system is diplomacy, 
says Johnson, in inducing the citizens to work 
together, and co-operation follows diplomacy 
when the citizens unite to use the utilities free- 
ly. But it is exhaust steam that does the work.

The 
hot prairie winds are alleviated with electrical 
fans, and with the same power water is heated 
for the bath. They warm with electricity the in- 
cubators that -hatch the Sabetha chickens, and 
with the same heat cook those chickens to feed 
Sabetha. Wheat is ground into flour, and corn 
turned into yellow meal, wood is sawed and 
garden machinery is operated with the current. 

A municipal plant, co-operatively owned, does

“Tl think all the joy of living is in doing 
things,” Mrs. Johnson said, her brown eyes

betha, is one of the most beautiful things in the 
world, to me. And to know that one has had a 
part in that development gives more satisfaction, 
I think, than anything else. I am prouder of what 
little I have done for Sabetha thgn if 1 had writ- 
ten a popular book, or a great play, painted a 
picture or become a theatrical star. 

“I've really done very little, only helped Ed- 
ward, but the people of Sabetha are happier and 
more comfortable, and that makes me happy.

“Every woman ought to know some trade or 
profession, upon which she can fall back when 
an emergency comes: If she has children, there 
is always the chance that_something may be- 
fall her husband, and if she is prepared to do 
something worth while, she need not be afraid. 

“Then, too, when the woman can do something 
that is an aid to her husband, she gets closer to 
him. She can enter into his work, and thus have 
him all the time. The average woman, who is 
nothing but a housekeeper, or perhaps a society 
butterfly, has her husband only when his day’s 
work is done. I have Edward all the time, for 
we work together. It does not make me less 
womanly, and it gives me a perfect understanding 
of his work, his hopes, ambitions and difficul- 
ties.”

This is the opinion of Andrew D. White, cu- 
rator of Carnell University, Ambassador to Rus- 
sia and to Germany, and head of the American 
delegation to the world-peace conference at The 
Hague. 

Sitting in the library of his stately home at 
Ithaca, N. Y., this venerable scholar, now in his 
80th year, gave to a correspondent of the Sun- 
day Post-Dispatch Magazine an interview on his 
greatest hobby, the study of crime in America. 

“When I say that 10,000 persons will be mur- 
dered in this country within a year, and that only 
116 persons will pay the penalty for those crimes, 
I am not hazarding a mere guess,” he said. “The 
statement is based on statistics which I have 
been’ gathering 20 years. 

“Of the accuracy of these figures, there can be 
no doubt. They point unerringly to these whole- 
sale murders and the lax administration of our 
criminal laws as the most disgraceful evils that 
confront our country today.” 

There is nothing of the sensational about 
Andrew D. White. He does not seek publicity 
and he is a difficult man to Interview. Yet, when

I saw men around me discharged because 
they had the temerity to have ideas, so I realized 
that working for somebody else was no place 
to develop one’s self. 

“IT saved my money, and then went to the 
Armour Institute in Chicago, where [ took a 
thorough course in electrical engineering.’ After 
that I worked for a company in St. Joseph a 
while, and then looked for a place where | would 
have complete charge, where I could do as I 
pleased, and try all the experiments I wanted. 
Such a piace was Sabetha. The plant had been 
losing money, and they paid the engineer $80 a 
month. I demanded $200 a month, and before 
three months had passed the plant was clearing 
money, and has been ever since. Exhaust steam 
did it. 

“Now, I am not a philanthropist. Do not write 
me up that way, for I want no credit for what 
I have not got. I am an engineer, first and 
last. I wanted to put into practice the system 
I have evolved here, for the pure satistaction/ of 
seeing it work. 

“Of course, my work has benefited the people, 


crease of crime—he forgets his reticence and 
talks freely. ) 

“I repeat that this annual wholesale murder is 
the most disgraceful evil in America today, and 
conditions are rapidly becoming worse,” he con- 
tinued, “Ten years ago there were only 117 
murders to the million; today there afe 126. Ten 
years ago, one in every 74 cases was punished; 
today only one in 86 meets te penalty prescribed 
by law. 

“That this condition is due largely to the lax 
manner in which our criminal laws are enforced 
there is no doubt. Across an imaginary line in 
Canada there are only seven murders to the mil- 
lion annually. There British law deals with 
criminals quickly and effectively. 

“As long as this condition holds true our 
Declaration of Independence is a joke. In that 
great document it is stated that all men are 
endowed by thegCreator wit\ certain inalienable 
rights; that among these are life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness. Yet without life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness are, course, im- 
possible. The United States today has the high- 
est percentage of murders of any country in the 
world. Even Southern Italy, with its Camorrists

proportion to the population as our country.

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friendly, and that paved the way to the co-opera- 
tion which was necessary for my municipal piant. 

“After we got the municipal electric plant doing 
the utility work of the town my wife and I set 
out to teach the people to use electricity in their 
homes. We got electric fans, cookers ani lamps, 
an electric piano player, electric motor for the 
washing, electric irons, and all the modern elec- 
trical household appliances. We used them, and 
invited the town to come and see them.

I pursuaded 
the city to buy all electrical appHances at whole- 
sale and sel] them to the citizens for just 15 
per cent above cost., That, put the things within 
the reach of all, and thus increased the demand.

Sabetha has 2100 people, and 7100 electric lights, 
three and one-half lights for each person in the 
town. No other city or town fn the United States- 
can show such a record. There are 700 families, 
and in more then 600 houses electricity is used 
for power and light. Five-hundred homes use 
the steam heat. 7 

The striking thing about it all is that there are 
no Socialists tn\Sabetha. That is, there are no 
avowed Socialists, affiliated politically with that 
party. While the town is the most advaficed 
Socialistic community in Kansas the citizens do 
not realize it. Working steadily and persistently 
for their own comfort and convenience, the good 
people unconsciously have evolved Socialism, and 
have not realized it. 

They own, co-operatively, a lightiig plant that 
is made to do all the work of the , that has 
cut down taxation to a minimum, pays pal 
salaries,,and will pave the streets; they obtain 
all their electrical supplies from the city at little 
more than cost. It would be But a short step to 
include meat and flour, clothing and shoes among 
the supplies bought at wholesale by the city and 
sold at cost, yet the mayor, the councilmen, the 
postmaster and the town marshal indignantly will 
tell you that they are not Socialists, 
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seeks a home in the country; in America he 
seeks the city. Fortunately we are beginning to 
adopt the British idea, and the ‘back to the 
farm’ movemént is one of the most significant 
movements in America today. Quicker transpor- 
tation, better roads and improved housing con- 
ditions make life in the country far more enjoy- 
able than it used to be. 

“Each year immigration and natural increase 
add approximately 2,000,000 hungry motJas to be 
fed, and an increase of-approximately 75,000,000 
bushels of food-producing cereals per annum are 
needed to supply this demand. Failure to increase 
the produetion is steadily and rapiuly increasing 
the cost of living. The only possible solution, 
the only possible salvation for the country is an 
immediate and m thorough awakening of 
our people to app tion of the overshadowing 
importance of this dition, followed by a sys- 
tematic campaign of €%ucation. 

“While the back-to-the-farm movement is mak- 
ing living conditions more attractive, it is not the 
gentleman farmer or the immigrant who will 
solve this problem. The remedy for existing 
conditions on the farm doesn't lie in getting 
other people to do work for our farmers, but 
distinctly in teaching them to do~their own 
work. We must change cond'tions so that their 


scns and daughters may find opportun'ty aud en- 
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joyment in doing the work in that fleld of activ- 
ity rather than live the life of strife and dis- 
content in the crowded districts of the cities. 

“To encourage a foreign element to take our 
farms and become the farmers of the nation 
means that they and their offspring will be the 
landowners of the next generation and soon the 
backbone and rulers of the nation. 

“The only way for us to put an to this dis- 

graceful evil-of murder is to and admia-

Whole 
crowns of Paradise 
plumes are shown for 
the woman whose in- 
come is unlimited, and crowns of aigrettes are 
shown for the woman who has no fear of the 
law—as the law controls the selling and wear- 
ing of heron plumage in some states; but as a 
rule hat brims, whether wide -or narrow, are 
untrimmed, leaving a soft unbroken outline. 
There are set ornaments in colorings borrowed 
from Bulgaria—odd and rich, furnishing the 
only trimming necessary for some of the shapes. 

Hats are worn differently this year—farther 
back at a rakish angle. More of the brow 
and hair is allowed to show in front, but th 
crown extends to the nape of the neck behind 
and, should the brim be wide, it Sweeps, the 
shoulders and falls almost half way to the waist 
line in the back, 

The crowns of the large hats are not as high, 
but are quite as big around as those in the small 
hats. They are made of flexible velvet, soft and 
rich, and the brims are floppy and soft. The 
highest of high plumeg trim them. 

All hats are put on the head by pulling from 
the back forward,’ They are settled into place 
first on the back of the head, then pulled toward 
the front and a little bit crooked. 

Fringe is quite a factor in millinery this 
season, but it is likely to be overdone. As a 
trimming for a hat it is very effective if it is 
just the right width and put on just the right 
way. It is wrapped spirally around a high 
crown, made into a large flat rosette to be laid 
close against the crown of one of the enormously large hats, and fin- 
ishes the edge of its drooping brim. : | 

But should the fringe be of the wrong width, a fraction over the reg- 
ulation inch-width, your hat is spoiled and you are grotesque. 

One of the latest models—to be avoided by women with long faces and 
“strong” features—is so much like the hats that mules and horses wear 
in the summertime that it is comical, except when surmounting a youth- 
ful face with dainty features. The trimming is put on at each side of 
the tall crown in two upstanding, ear-like affairs of silk or ribbon that 
produce the same effect as do the ears of the horse or mule sticking 
through the openings at either side of the.crown of its hat. For all 
that, it is one of the models that is having great popularity. 

The helmet shape is still with us, but this year’s is a more massive 
thing, the kind with a brim which turns up in a point in the back, stick- 
ing up and out far from the immense crown. It comes under the head 
of “small” hats. I cannot imagine why, for any crusader would have 
considered himself safe with such a headpiece. Its solidity is offset by 
its feathery, airy trimming.

NEW YORK, Sept, 10. 
HAVE done what no other man on earth has ever done. I have 
lassoed a polar bear—-two of them, in fact—up in the Arctic Ocean 
this summer. They were only cubs, to be sure, but take it from me, 
one healthy polar bear cub is quite all you want to tackle. 

Ever since I learned to handle a lasso I have been crazy to rope 
‘Something that would put up a fight. I've roped cows, people, gateposts— 
everything in sight—till I was tired of it. 

I've been handling a lasso only three years. It began when I was 
playing Louisville, Ky. I went to see a melodrama, “The Cowpuncher,” 
at the Avenue Theater.

I asked that cowboy if he’d teach me to use the rope. The upshot 
was he quit his job and traveled with me in the company playing “The 
Old Town,” all season, to teach me, and I learned it so that my “roping” 
is ane of the best features of my part in our show. 

While I was in Alaska on a hunting trip with my brother-in-law, Rex 
Beach, I got into correspondence with a man in Hamburg who knew some- 
thing about polar bear hunting and learned what it would cost and how 
to go about it.

Of schools and churches there is a- good 
equipment. De Graff has a sort of “group plan,” 
made up of the Town Hall, the Baptist, Pres- 
byterian and Methodist Churches and the school 
building. Of their schools the residents are 
particularly woud, and point to the 300 pupils 
who come to them from 10 townships, From 
one side pupils on leaving home see the spire 
of one court house, and those who come from 
the other direction live equally near another 
county seat. The high school,> with its 125 
pupils, its five teachers, its special instructor 
in music and drawing, and its graduating class 
of 30, is likewise an object of pride. Like shade 
trees, schools seem to be an index of the degree 
of civilization. 

The social life of De Graff is in a measure 
that of any smal) town which lies far from 
maddening and ignoble strife. They have had 
a village band for 14 years, and Thursday night 
concerts that everyone drives in from the coun- 
try to hear. Like other village bands, it is main- 
tained by the merchants, who say they reap 
more profit from the crowds that it draws to 
the street than their annual subscription to the 
band costs them. Now and then there is a cir- 
cus, and on such occasions the town takes a 
holiday.

the community. That most of the farmers own 
automobiles and have big houses set far back 
from the road, with lawns in front of them, and 
lighted with electricity which they manufactitire 
themselves, and supplied with hot and cold water 
which they pump with their own gasoline ¢n- 
Gineasa, seems only natural, too, ia such a com- 
munity. 

M. EB, Sullivan is mayor of the village. Dur- 
ing the first year of his administration his fees 
amounted to $8, and last year they were nothing. 
Mayor Sullivan is the product of the same con- 
ditions that produced De Graff. If there is any 
royal road to such « atate of affairs as there 
holds sway he should know it. 

“And what is the keynote—why is it that you 
have no law-breakers?’ Mayor Sullivan was 
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“In the first place we have no saloons and no 
illicit traffic in liquor that involves law-break- 
ing,” he explained. “The absence of the saloon 
is a great factor; but people here drink. They 
have beer shipped in, keep it in their cellars 
and drink it in their homes. That is not de- 
moralizing to the community, for it does not 
entail disregard for law. You will stay here 
for weeks or months and never see anyone 
crunk, I do not know when I have.”

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HHow Peroxide Blondes of Ancient Days 
Produced Golden Effects= 








GUIMET, a famous authority on ancient 

M religions, delivered a lecture in Paris a 
®tew weeks ago in which he told some 
amusing and interesting facts about hair-dyes 
among the ancients. It appears that the Egyp- 
tians had a taste which lasted through ages for 
red hair—the red hair of that Venus.of theirs, 
Hathor, who had a cow’s head.

Mayor Sullivan told of the civic pride dis- 
played by the village in its schools and churches 
and how all] the young people of the town had 
grown up in its atmosphere, gone to college or 
not, and out into the world, and how all of them 
were making their way and were. efficient men 
and women. 


“Loafers? Well, come to think of it, we 


haven’t any. It may be because there ig no 
place for them to loaf. The poolrooms, two of 
them, are not open until evening, and they close 
at 8 o'clock. No one seems to want to loaf. And 
we certainly don't want them. Tramps? We 
have three or four a week during the winter 
months. We always let them sleep in the lock- 
up, and in the morning tey pass on. But all 
the tramps we get are kicked off freight trains. 
I do not remember when we had a case of house- 
breaking.” 

The talk drifted to poverty, and everybody 
said that De Graff was without a poor family. 
When asked if the village ever gave aid to fam- 
ilies, there was laughter. They told how for 
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anything so glorious. While the patriciennes 
liked for themselves a mild yellow hue, the pa- 
tricians preferred for their own use a wash 
mingled with a gold tincture that produced fiam- 
boyant red. Pliny speaks of a decoction of cer- 
tain plants as doing as well. Christianity put an 
end to those modes of rejuvenated for prophy- 
lactic reasons. There is no evidence that the 
fathers of the church thought them sinful. The

antique Roman revival that Prince Napoleon 
strove to bring about af his Pompeian house 
belped to make red hair modish in the fifties. 
Lord Dufferin once assured the writer that the 
hair of the Empress Eugenie was red as that 
of Cora Pearl, when she used to walk daily over 
Clifton Downs some time before her marriage, 
but that Auguste, her hairdresser, tamed. the too 
aident color with a wash, and thon applied cold 
dust. 
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' the past five or six years the women of the 
churches had come together at Thanksgiving 


time and brought food and clothing for the 


needy, and how year after year the committee. 


named to distribute these alms had reported that 
there was no place to give, and how last year 
the plan had been given up because there were 
no poor to give to. 

“Why, if I had money now to give to some 
poor family I don’t know who I could find that 
is needy or who I could offer it to without giv- 
ing Offense,” said Mayor Sullivan, 

“From 95 to 98 per cent of the people of this 
village own their own homes. I can count only 
five renters on the main street, and the only 
vacant residence property in town is one-half 
of a double house. The last failure in business 
here was more than 25 years ago, when a hole- 
in-the-wall restaurant was closed up, and the 
amount involved there was less than $300. There 
are no deadbeats here. A grocer told me the 
other day that there was not a grocery in 
town that last year did less than $18,000 worth 
cf business, and most of that was for cash.” 

De Graff believes in keeping its face washed. 
The streets and alleys are cleaned once a week, 
and if between whiles they get dirty the people 
turn out and clean them, 

ACH year every male citizen 

of the township, ith the 
exception of the 40 members of 
the volunteer fire department, 
gets out and works his two days 
on the road. This .could be 
avoided by the payment of a small tax, but no 
one wants to evade the work. It is a town tradi- 
tion that everyone work out his “bit,” and they 
all do. The roads are silent witnesses to the 
value of this tradition. 

“Why, in the worst season of thé year, you 
can drive all around the village and never get 
mud above the rims,” said Mayor Sullivan. “All 
the farmers haul] their produce without any 
trouble, using only one team. Nearly every 
farm has its gravel pit, and each farmer sees to 
it that his road is graveled.” 


They work 
out the 
road tax. 
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Louis Philippe, an habitue of the Brighton 
Pavilion in the time of the Prince Regent, bor- 
rowed of his royal host the brown wig dressed 
high.

DRINK, 


OR the past two years there has been a si- 
E jent revolution im progress at the dif- 
ferent clubs in St. Louis and other cities. 
It is one which will delight the hearts of the 
total abstainers. Gradually less and less a! »hvlig 
beverages are being cofsumed; the calls frr 
different wines to serve at dihner are fewer and 
farther between than in ancient days. 

The cocktail is one of the drinks which is going 
by the board and one seldom sees a man partake 
of a straight whisky, and it is yet more rare to 
find him indulging in brandy, except now and 
then a liqueur glass of cognac after dinner. Those 
who are of that leisure class who eat 
luncheon at their clubs, rarely indulge .in 
strong drink with their noonday _repdst. 
At best they -may have a little whisky, 
which they drown in a large glass of aerated 
water. The old parties gathering about 4 o'clock 
around table in the lounging room are more 
or less scattered, and the frequent “Waiter, take 
the ofders,” and the tinkling of the bells may 
be reckoned with the echoes of the past. 

There is a decided sentiment against the once 
popular fashiow of treating in turn.

One never sees at the clubs in these days 
men drinking champagne in the afternoon or at 
any time before dinner. Mineral and sparkling 
waters are used to liberally bapt'ze all intox- 
icating drinks. 

But the popular British temperance drink, and 
the one in greatest favor in the best London 
clubs, is just beginning to be adopted in this 
country. It is barley water. This was intro- 
duced by the miiitary contingent; especially those 
who had been in the Soudan, in India and in 
South Africa: 

It was Known for a century or more before and 
used extensively in households and at the chil- 
dren’s table. However, it has taken firm hold 
in London for some time, and it has pushed aside 
whisky and brandy. It is a most harmless and 
rather tasteless preparation, but when cold and 
flavored with lemon, it is refreshing and very 
wholesome.

Among these 
are Edwin A. Lemp, Dr. Franz P. Arzt, Allen 
Baker, Julius W. Hart and George C. Paulus. 
In the animal and bird kingdoms, man’s intel- 
ligent interference *has wrought wonders of evo- 
lution. From the rude originals of nature he has 
developed the race horse, the modern milk cow 
and the scores of varieties of chickens. He has 
transformed the wolf into the dog and the small 
British tiger into the house cat. Among pigeons, 
his success has been almost that of a creator. 
But the culturist’s most marvelous feat of mod- 
ification has been achieved upon the ugly wild 
goldfish of the Orient by Japanese skill and sense 
of beauty, operating through many centuries of 
‘patient selection.. One of the ablest American 
Siologists, the late Prof. John A. Ryder, declared 
that the varities of goldfish “are the most pro- 
oundly modified of any known race of domesti- 
<éted animal organisms.” In practical language.

Originally all Green 
HE original of the Japanese goldfish was 
not even gold in color, but olive green. 
In time,-its large, coarse scales were re- 
fine@d and changed to such richness of 
oloring as to win for many species such poetic 
names as “shukin,” or autumn brocade fish, from 
* its likeness to the foliage of maples in the fall; 
, a8. “shubunkin,” or vermilion-variegated gold- 
fish; or as “kinranshi,” or brocaded gofdfish. 
The tail, as commonplace as that of a carp, has 
separated into four: fairy-like plumes, longer 
“than the body itself; and a pink comb has been 
Made to grow upon the head, once as naked as

- Therefore, to a connoisseur, the common red 
“fish, masquerading as a goldfish, which swims in 
“thousands of globes in American homes and 
schools, is as crude as is a dray horse compared 
~ to a fleet-limbed Arab steed. It is the rare, high- 
ly-cultivated goldfish of Japan which fanciers 
“are now introducing into St. Louis. 
--: On his farm near the Meramec River, Mr. Lemp 
has a pond containing Japanese “ryukins,” or 
‘fringetail goldfish, one of the most beautiful of 
She cultivated varieties. Its brilliant coloring and 
long, flowing tail and fins cause it to resemble 
a hummingbird of the water. The tail, its par- 
ticular point of beauty, has delicate folds so ample 
they would cover the body completely, and its col- 
oring is rich gold, shading off through pink into 
white. It is divided into four waving plumes. 
In breeding the ryukin, the body has been 
shortened to a degree approaching deformity. 
This causes the back to be elevated and the ab- 
domen to bulge. But the body is magnificently 
colored, pearly white and gold. The same va- 
riety, which is the best known in America, is 
being cultivated by Mr. Baker. 


The Quaint Pop-Eye 
RARER species, the Japanese “demekin,” 
or telescope fish, is the hobby of Mr. 
Paulus. The Nipponese name signifies 
“pop-eye,” because the fish has been so 
bréd that its eyeballs protrude from the head 
like the eyes of a fly. The demekin is variegated ' 
in color: It is usually a pale red or pale red 
dish-yellow; with smal]! black spots or irregular 
black areas. In the variegated form the fins 
may be reddish, blackish or blackish with pale 
red Or orange base. Sometimes there may be 
three or four mottled colors in a single fish. 

The tail has been so developed that the fish, 
when swimming, seems to have four tails, two 
extending to the rear and two to either side at 
right angles. The base of the tail is orange or 
gold, but the color deepens into black. 

‘Because of the deformity of its eyes, the tele- 
ecope fish has defective vision. It is likely to 
injure its eyes by swimming against hard objects 
and become blind.. Probably because of this de- 
fect, the demekin, unlike all other cultivated 
goldfish, is very unsocial, and does not swim 
with its fellows. Thus, even among fish, there 
are handicaps due to patrician breeding.
